Claims 1 to 17 

Document 1 describes the following ideas in paragraph 0004: inputting a portion or all of the subject 
matter (such as symptoms) of a patient's medical record by speech; displaying the characters, symbols, 
figures, etc., inputted by speech recognition on a screen for the user; checking the displayed content and 
inputting by hand writing; outputting the inputted content as a medical record; and making it possible to 
employ the dictionary used for speech recognition as a general medical terminology dictionary. 
Paragraph 0007 of the same document describes the idea of correcting the conversion data for the input 
voice of a word using a voice recognition teaching function when the same word has been recognized 
incorrectly repeatedly so that the word can be recognized correctly. 

Regarding recognizing inputted speech and selecting a candidate for an independent word, claim 1 of 
document 2 describes the idea of selecting a candidate that is an independent word for which recognition 
has been defined and is appropriate in terms of meaning based on the context. Paragraph 0008 of the 
same document describes the idea of using a co-occurrence table in which the frequency at which each 
independent word appears simultaneously in a sentence is registered by counting the number of 
combinations of a plurality of independent words appearing in the sentence. 

Paragraph 0035 of document 3 describes the idea of integrating the words recognized in inputted speech 
and storing them as a text document (form document) on a hard disk. 

However, none of the documents cited in the ISR describe the idea described in claims 1 and 9, i.e., the 
idea of storing said form document as a case that can occur as the content of a conversation and referring 
to said stored case in order to deduce other undefined information on the basis of one item of 
information included in a sentence recorded in a conversation record buffer. 

Therefore, the inventions described in claims 1 and 9 involve an inventive step. Likewise, the inventions 
described in claims 2 to 8, which are dependent on claim 1, and the inventions described in claims 10 to 
17, which are dependent on claim 9, also involve an inventive step.

Novelty 

The inventions described in Claims 1-29 are not 
novel over Documents 1-5 and 8-12 cited in the 
international search report. 

Documents 1-5 and 8-12 cited in the international 
search report disclose hydrophilic members which have a 
hydrophilic coating film including hydrophilic metal oxide 
particles and amorphous hydrophilic inorganic material, as 
the outermost layer on a base material, coating agents 
incorporating hydrophilic metal oxide particles and 
amorphous hydrophilic inorganic material, and a method for 
producing hydrophilic members by applying such a coating 
agent onto a base material. Moreover, since the method of 
application is a routine procedure the specified surface 
properties (Rz and Sm) can be expected to be satisfied as 
a matter of course. The statement by the applicant only 
states that a means that "can be effectively carried out", 
merely given as an example, is not disclosed in the 
aforementioned documents; however, this is not relevant to 
the assessment of novelty and cannot be accepted. 

The inventions described in Claims 30-53 are novel. 

Documents 1-12 do not disclose a hydrophilic member 
with a bilayer structure on a base material, constituted 
by a first hydrophilic coating film substantially 
comprising amorphous hydrophilic inorganic material and 
hydrophilic metal oxide particles and a second hydrophilic 
coating film comprising amorphous hydrophilic inorganic 
material formed as the outermost layer on said first 
hydrophilic coating film, and this constitution is not 
obvious . 

Moreover, Documents 1-12 do not disclose a coating 
set which includes specified coatings and can be used to 
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produce hydrophilic members with said bilayer structure, 
or a method which includes the processes specified in 
Claims 48-53 for producing hydrophilic members with a 
specified bilayer structure, and these features are also 
not obvious. 

The inventions disclosed in Claims 54, 55 and 57-66 
are not novel over Documents 1-5 and 8-12 cited in the 
international search report. 

Documents 1-5 and 8-12 disclose production of 
hydrophilic members described in Claims 1-15 by means of a 
coating film forming device with the constitution 
specified in Claims 54, 55 and 57-66. 

Inventive step 

The inventions described in Claims 1-29 are not 
novel over Documents 1-5 and 8-12 cited in the 
international search' report. 

Documents 1-5 and 8-12 cited in the international 
search report disclose hydrophilic members which have a 
hydrophilic coating film including hydrophilic metal oxide 
particles and amorphous hydrophilic inorganic material, as 
the outermost layer on a base material, coating agents 
incorporating hydrophilic metal oxide particles and 
amorphous hydrophilic inorganic material, and a method for 
producing hydrophilic members by applying such a coating 
agent onto a base material. 

A person skilled in the art could easily adjust the 
components of the coating agent so as to give a coating 
film with the desired surface properties (undulations, 
etc . ) . 

The inventions described in Claims 30-53 involve an 
inventive step. 
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Documents 1-12 do not disclose a hydrophilic member 
with a bilayer structure on a base material, constituted 
by a first hydrophilic coating film substantially 
comprising amorphous hydrophilic inorganic material and 
hydrophilic metal oxide particles and a second hydrophilic 
coating film comprising amorphous hydrophilic inorganic 
material formed as the outermost layer on said first 
hydrophilic coating film, and this constitution is not 
obvious and could not be derived easily by a person 
skilled in the art. 

Moreover, Documents 1-12 do not disclose a coating 
set which includes specified coatings and can be used to 
produce hydrophilic members with said bilayer structure 
described in Claims 48-50, or a method which includes the 
processes specified in Claims 48-53 for producing 
hydrophilic members with a specified bilayer structure, 
and these features are also not obvious and could not be 
derived easily by a person skilled in the art. 



The inventions described in Claims 54, 55 and 57-66 
do not involve an inventive step in the light of Documents 
1-5 and 8-12 cited in the international search report. 

Documents 1-5 and 8-12 disclose production of 
hydrophilic members described in Claims 1-15 by means of a 
coating film forming device with the constitution 
specified in Claims 54,.

Regarding claims 117 

[0004] of Dl discloses the feature wherein a part or all of the mentions on medical 
sheet such as patients' conditions etc. is input by speech, 

characters, marks and figures etc. that have been recognized by speech, are showed 
on screen to an operator, 

the contents of indication are checked and input is made by the operator, 

the contents input are output as a medical sheet, 

the dictionary, which is used for speech recognition, is made practicable as a 
dictionary for medical examination used commonly, 

[0007] discloses the feature wherein when the recognition of the same word is 
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mistaken many times, it revises the exchange datp of input speech by study (or 
feedback) function of speech recognition so as to recognize it more correctly. 

[Claim l] of D2 discloses the feature wherein when it recognizes the input speech 
and selects nominee of independent word, it selects the nominee whose meaning is 
appropriate to the independent word, which has been recognized definitely, and to the 
context. 

[0008] discloses the feature wherein KYOUKI table, in which the frequency of how 
often each independent word appears in one sentence at the same time, is used by 
counting the number of combination of plural independent words which appear in the 
sentences. 

[0035] of D3 discloses the feature wherein the words that have been recognized 
from input speech are collected and preserved in a hard disc as a text document. 

However, to preserve the said formatted document as a matter that may occur as 
the contents of conversation, and to deducing an undefined information on the basis of 
one item of information included in the sentence recorded in the conversation record 
buffer section by referencing the said stored cases, as set forth on Claims 1 and 9, are 
not mentioned in any of documents cited in the international search report and are not 
obvious for a person skilled in the art. 

Therefore, the invention as set forth in Claims 1 and 9 have an inventive step. And 
the invention as set forth in Claims 2 to 8, which cite Claim 1, and the invention as set 
forth in Claims 10 to 17, which cite Claim 9, also have an inventive step. 
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
